DUESSELDORF, Nov. 20.—(Bulletin)—The battle between 
the separatists and loyalists in the region opposite Bonn now ap- 
pears to have been much graver than at first reported. A dispatch 
to the Duesseldorf Nachrichten says that the separatists lost 130 
killed and that they were completely routed, many being literally 
butchered by the infuriated peasants, who used axes, scythes and 
other farm implements. 

The separatists invaded the territory in an attempt to detach 
it from the Reich and set up a Rhineland republic. The peasants) 
were infuriated over the attempt..

Arctic Trade Regulations Should 

Be Reciprocal. 


Four United States vessels and 


one Canadian entered the Cana 
dian Arctie by way of Behring 
straits during the past season 
for purposes of trade. The Unit 
ed States vessels were: ‘‘Arctic’’ 
and ‘‘Letty’’ owned by Liebes & 
Co. of San Francisco; the ‘‘Oti! 
lie Fjord,’’ Capt. Pedersen ; and 
the ‘‘Duxbury’’ of Nome, Al 
aska. The Canadian vessel was 
the ‘‘Lady Kindersley,’’ belong 
ing to the H.B. Co., and trading 
from Vancouver. The ‘‘Letty’ 
and ‘‘Duxbury’’ are wintering 
in the Arctic. The other three 
vessels returned to their home 
ports. 

It is worthy of note that there | 
is enough fur trade on Canada’s 
west Arctic coast to warrant the 
employment of five vessels -n 
carrying it on. It is also worth; 
of note that three of the five ves 
came and went, having 
voy aged over a thousand miles 
eastward from Behring’s strait 
in latitude 70, and in the Arctie 
while Hudson's strait in 
latitude 6163 is to 
mnavigable because of Arctic 
conditions.
